Academie  excellence  is  our  lodeslar,  our  guiding  light, 
oiir  governing  principle,  our  hallmark,  our  chief  raison 
d'etre.  It  musl  he  at  lhe  heart  of  our  every  enlerprise 
and  permeale  everylhing  we  do  and  atlempl.  Academie 
excellence  is  our  goddess  hefore  whose  altar  we  how  and 
worship. 

But  whv  such  a  consuming  passion  for  academie  ex¬ 
cellence  al  Dillard?  Why  so  much  stress  on  il?  Why 
must  il  drive  us  hy  day  and  haunt  us  hy  night? 

What  is  excellence?  Excellence  means  romance  with, 
commitrnent  to,  lhe  pursuit  of  the  highesl,  the  noblest, 
lhe  hesl.  Il  is  the  drive  loward,  lhe  will  to,  and  lhe  search 
for,  lhe  highesl  level  of  performance.  Al  boltom,  human 
excellence  is  a  refleclion  of  lhe  vision  of,  and  aspiration 
and  desire  for,  perfection,  the  highesl,  lhe  unattainable 
idéal. 

Academie  excellence  is  the  above  general  conception 
of  excellence  applied  to  life  of  lhe  mind,  the  educational 
enlerprise,  lhe  romance,  libération,  excilement,  eestaey, 
exhiliralion,  and  fulfillment  of  learning.  Academie  ex¬ 
cellence  means  a  love  affair  with  the  higher  possibilities 
of  the  intelleclual  order  and  higher  éducation  enter- 
prise.  It  means  radical  dissatisfaction  with  ordinary 
achievements.  It  means  intolérance  of  low  aims  and 
mediocrity. 

There  are  three  reasons  why  Dillard  is  passionately 
committed  to  academie  excellence.  First  is  an  ullimate 
issue,  a  philosophical  insight,  a  conception  of  lhe  nature 
of  man.  Man  was  born  for  the  highesl,  the  noblest,  the 
hest.  Man  is  truly  himself  only  as  he  aspires  and 
responds  to  lhe  highesl.  Excellence  entails  reaching  for 
the  highesl.  To  strive  for  anything  less  and  to  he  judged 
hy  anything  less  is  to  demean  man.  It  is  treason  to 
human  selfhood.  Human  beings  were  born  to  know  and 
to  grow,  and  to  approximate  tbeir  best  selves. 

Second,  academie  excellence  is  essential  to  the  full 
participation  hy  Blacks  in  lhe  mainstream  of  American 
culture.  It  is  essential  to  graduate  and  professional 
school,  occupational  advancement,  upward  social 
mobility,  vocational  success,  self-confidence,  and  inner 
peace  and  security. 

Third,  academie  excellence  is  the  only  salvation  of 
Black  colleges.  Il  is  a  matter  of  rational  or  enlighlened 
self-interest.  It  is  a  matter  of  survival.  Thus,  for  Black 
colleges,  we  will  hâve  an  existence  of  academie  ex¬ 
cellence  or  we  will  hâve  no  meaningful  existence  at  ail.

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Dillard's  history  dates  back  to  7869  wken  oh  ^me  12,  the  American  Missionary 
Association  of  the  Congrégation  Church  founded  Straight  University,  and  on  ^uly  $, 
the  7reedman's  Aid  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  established  Union 
J9ormal  SehooL  Zhe  abooe  institutions  were  subseguently  renamed  Straight  College  and 
J^eiv  Orléans  University,  respectively.  Jt  was  their  merger  on  Sune  à,  7980  which  gave 
birth  to  D illard. 

Dillard  University  opened  its  doors  a  few  months  following  the  seventieth  anniver- 
sary  of  the  end  of  the  Civil  War.  Zhe  early  J9egro  colleges  were  the  fruitage  of  an  âge  of 
idealism  and  great  spiritual  aspiration.  Zhey  carried  over  into  the  post-war  period  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  anti-slavery  movement,  but  they  added  to  that  active  flame  the  prae- 
tical  humanitarianism  of  high-minded  men  and  women  willing  to  consecrate  their  lives 
to  the  completion  of  the  national  tas/c  of  émancipation.  Mw  Orléans  University  and 
Straight  College  were  two  of  the  first  outposts  established,  and  their  long  record  of  in- 
tellectual  achievements  and  of  c ha  racler  development  becomes  a  portion  of  the  academie 
héritage  of  Dillard  University,  their  suecessor. 


Perspectives 

Dillard  University  was  named  for  ^ames  Hardy  Dillard,  who  was  formerly  con- 
nected  with  Zulane  University  in  Hew  Orléans,  and  who  served 1907  to  1981  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  J  canes  Foundation  for  J9egro  Kural  Schools.  Mis  service  in  the  cause  of  the 
éducation  ofHegro  children  was  universally  known.  Jt  was  primarily  concerned  with  the 
bringing  of  the  light  of  knowledge  to  the  humblest  Hegro  child  in  the  back  country.

Former  President  Gerald  R.  Ford  paid  a  single  honor  to 
a  U.N.C.F.  member  college  when  he  spent  two  days  visiting 
and  lecturing  at  Billard  University  in  New  Orléans. 

Mr.  Fords’  visit  to  the  campus  November  17-18  was 
suggested  by  U. N.  Ambassador  Andrew  Young,  a  former 
student  at  Billard. 

President  Samuel  BuBois  Cook  said  Mr.  Fords’  visit  was 
a  “a  red  letter  day  ....  a  source  of  inexhaustible  joy,  pride 
and  illumination.”  He  noted  too,  that  President  Fords’ 
visit  was  the  only  one  he  made  to  a  college  in  the  South.

THE  AMISTAD  RESEARCH  CENTER 


The  Amislad  Research  Center  was  founded  in  1966 
hy  lhe  American  Missionary  Association  (now  part  of 
the  Board  for  Homeland  Ministries  of  the  United 
Chiirch  of  Christ)  and  six  A.M.A.-affiliated  colleges. 
With  the  archives  of  the  A.M.A.  as  a  core  (one  million 
items  from  1839  to  1960)  the  center  has  collected  more 
than  eight  million  manuscripts  dating  from  the  late 
1700’s  to  the  1970’s.  These  incliide  letters,  minutes  of 
meetings,  essays,  speeches,  novels,  and  poems.  This 
historical  raw  material  documents  the  rise  and  fall  of 
slavery,  the  subjation  of  the  American  Indian,  the 
social  historiés  of  varions  immigrant  groups,  and  the 
efforts  of  individuals  and  groups  to  make  the  ideals  of 
American  democracy  a  reality. 

The  Amistad  Research  Center  is  a  lihrary  archive 
dedicated  to  collecting  primary  source  materials  per- 
taining  to  the  history  of  America’s  ethnie  minorities, 
race  relations  and  civil  rights.  The  center  makes  this 
information  availahle  to  persons  doing  research  in 
these  fields  and  reaches  a  hroader  audience  through 
teaching,  publications,  radio,  télévision,  exhihits,  and 
tours.  The  work  of  the  Center  is  essential  in  over- 
coming  past  neglect  and  distorted  treatment  of 
America’s  minorities  in  history,  literature  and  basic 
texthooks.

THE  AMISTAD  INCIDENT

The  strange  taie  of  La  Amistad  and  its  “cargo”  of  fifty-three 
Africans  began  in  1839.  The  Africans  had  been  abducted  in 
Sierra  Leone,  transported  to  Havana,  and  sold  as  slaves  in 
violation  of  the  laws  and  treaties  of  Spain,  Cuba’s  mother 
country.  José  Ruiz,  who  had  purchased  forty-nine  men,  and 
Pedro  Montes,  who  had  purchased  four  children,  booked 
passage  on  the  slave  transport  La  Amistad  to  take  the  Africans 
to  Guanaja. 

On  the  third  day  out  from  Havana,  led  by  one  Cinqué,  the 
Africans  revolted,  took  control  of  the  ship,  and  ordered  the 
surviving  Spaniards  to  sail  toward  Africa,  “where  the  sun 
rises.”  But  each  night  the  Spaniards,  who  could  navigate  by 
the  stars,  would  turn  the  ship  toward  the  northwest  so  that 
eventually  it  came  to  Montauk,  on  the  tip  of  Long  Island, 
where  La  Amistad  was  seized  by  an  American  naval  vessel. 
The  American  captain  claimed  salvage  rights  to  both  the  ship 
and  its  “cargo.”  The  Spaniards  claimed  violation  of  their 
property  rights  as  guaranteed  by  treaties  between  the  United 
States  and  Spain.  While  the  claimants  prepared  to  go  to  court, 
the  Africans  were  jailed  in  Connecticut  and  charged  with 
piracy  and  murder. 

When  Word  of  the  Amistad  incident  reached  New  York,  a 
group  of  abolitionists,  headed  by  Lewis  Tappan,  Joshua 
Leavitt,  and  Simeon  Jocelyn,  formed  the  Amistad  Committee 
to  defend  the  Africans.  As  the  case  moved  through  the  courts, 
the  Spanish  government  pressed  President  Van  Buren  and  the 
Justice  Department  to  turn  the  Africans  over  to  Spain.  But  the 
courts  retained  jurisdiction,  and,  finally,  John  Quincy  Adams 
argued  the  case  before  the  U.S.  Suprême  Court,  which  ruled 
that  the  Africans  were  free  and  ordered  them  returned  to  their 
homeland. 

“Wicked  people  want  to  make  us  slaves  but  the  great 
God  who  made  ail  things  raise  up  friends  for  Mendi 
people  he  give  us  Mr.  Adams  that  he  may  make  me 
free.  .  .  .”  (Letter  from  Kali,  one  of  the  Amistad 
captives,  to  John  Quincy  Adams) 

Out  of  this  case  and  the  Amistad  Committee,  the  American 
Missionary  Association  (A.M.A.)  was  founded  and  it  has,  from 
that  day  to  this,  been  in  the  forefront  of  the  fight  for  justice, 
equality  and  dignity  for  ail  men  and  women.  The  A.M.A. 
became  more  than  a  leader  in  the  anti-slavery  movement, 
founding  hundreds  of  abolitionist  churches  throughout  the 
country,  and,  after  the  Civil  War,  establishing  over  a 
thousand  schools  for  African  Americans,  Appalachian  whites, 
Asian  Americans,  Chicanes,  Puerto  Ricans,  and  Native 
Americans.  Distinguished  colleges  and  universities  that 
emerged  from  these  efforts  include  Atlanta,  Berea,  Dillard, 
Fisk,  Hampton,  Huston-Tillotson,  LeMoyne-Owen,  Piedmont, 
Talladega,  and  Tougaloo.

The  ciirrieiilum  in  llie  Division  of  Education  is  compelency — based 
lo  allow  maximum  growth  for  each  individual  sludent.  This  is  donc  by 
carcfully  developing  behavioral  objectives  and/or  competencies  that 
provide  the  requisite  skills  for  cognitive,  affective  and  psychomotor 
learning  and  growth, 

The  program  is  designed  to  produce  an  individual: 

1.  who  is  competent  in  bis  field  or  fields. 

2.  who  bas  a  sincere  interest  and  commitment  to  teaching  as  a 
profession  and  a  continuing  interest  in  professional  develop¬ 
ment  in  bis  spécial  field  or  fields. 

3.  who  bas  a  philosophy  of  éducation  and  life  consistent  with  the 
society  in  which  he  lives. 

4.  who  can  communicate  effectively  both  orally  and  written. 

5.  who  exhibits  openness  and  flexibility  in  teaching  and  learning. 

6.  who  is  sensitive  to  factors  that  influence  learning  and  bas  a 
variety  of  strategies  to  use  in  teaching. 

7.  who  can  make  decisions,  bas  initiative  and  acquired  confidence 
and  responsibility  for  implementing  these  abilities. 

8.  who  can  work  effectively  as  a  member  of  a  professional  team 
and  bas  a  désirable  professional  attitude. 

9.  who  can  design  and  implement  procedures  to  diagnose  and 
evaluate  the  performance  of  bis  students  as  well  as  bis  own  per¬ 
formance  as  a  teacher. 

10.  who  can  plan  a  variety  of  learning  expériences  and  select  and 
devise  instryctional  materials  appropriate  to  the  needs  and  in¬ 
terest  of  learners. 

11.  who  exhibits  poise  and  confidence  in  managing  a  classroom. 

12.  who  serves  as  a  good  rôle  model  for  students,  parents  and  the 
community  at  large. 

The  Division  of  Education  offers  a  major  in  early  cbiidhood,  spécial, 
elementary  éducation,  health  and  physical  éducation  and  psychology. 
Sludents  in  secondary  éducation  may  select  a  major  in  art,  biology, 
chemistry,  drama  and  speech,  English,  French,  mathematics,  music, 
Spanish,  and  social  science.

THE  DIVISION  OF  HUMANITIES 


The  Division  of  the  Humanities  deals  with  cultural  life  as  expressed  in 
lileralure  and  lhe  arts.  Six  areas  comprise  the  division.  They  are:  art, 
drama  and  speech,  English,  foreign  languages  (French,  German  and 
Spanish),  music  and  philosophy  and  religion.  AU  major  programs  in  the 
division  lead  to  lhe  Bachélor  of  Arts  degree. 

Possible  joh  opportunilies  include  teaching,  administration,  manage¬ 
ment,  areas  of  foreign  trade,  hroadcasting,  commercial  art,  journalism, 
lhealer  (production  and  performing),  foreign  service,  manuscript  editing, 
translating  and  interpreting,  church-related  fields,  husiness-related  fields 
and  language-relalcd  fields.  Also,  further  study  is  possible  on  a  graduate 
level  in  ali  major  areas. 

A  recent  grant  from  the  National  Endowmenl  for  lhe  Humanities  has 
made  possible  the  development  of  a  lexlbook  written  by  divisional  facully 
especially  for  Humanities  101  which  is  required  of  ail  sludents.  The  book 
is  enlitled.  Designs  in  the  Humanities:  A  Responsive  Approach. 

Activities  in  the  Division  of  Humanities  this  school  year  hâve  included 
poetry  readings  sponsored  by  the  English  area,  the  Foreign  Language 
Festival,  Performing  Arts  Sériés  sponsored  by  lhe  music  area,  lhealer 
productions  hy  the  drama  and  speech  area  and  exhibitions  in  lhe  art 
studio.  Also,  Iwo  sludents  hâve  studied  in  France  during  the  school  year 
as  well  as  two  sludents  studying  also  in  France  during  lhe  Summer  of  1977 
under  lhe  sponsorship  of  CODOFIL. 

Professor  Sam  J.  Nilro  Associate  Professor  of  Art,  from  Tanzania  was  a 
foreign  scholar  in  résidence  al  Dillard  lhe  Fall  semester  under  auspices  of 
lhe  New  Orléans  Consortium  for  International  Affairs  of  which  Dillard 
Tniversily  is  a  part. 

Currenlly  lhere  are  25  faculty  memhers  in  lhe  Division  of  the 
Humanities.  Facully  memhers  of  lhe  division  are  advisors  for  Alpha  Phi 
Oméga  (Chi  Upsilon  Chapter)  and  Alpha  Chi  Honor  Society  as  well  as 
sponsoring  lhe  horeign  Language  Club,  the  Drama  Guild  and  Creativily 
and  Expressions  in  lhe  arl  area.  Divisional  facully  are  also  University 
represenlalives  of  CODOFIL  and  lhe  New  Orléans  Consortium  for  Inter¬ 
national  Affairs  (NOCTA).

DR.  WILBUR  MITCHELL 


A  luncheon  in  honor  of  Dr.  Wilbur  L.  Mitchell,  professer  of 
mathematics  at  Dillard  Universily,  was  held  Thursday,  May  11,  in 
Kearny  Hall  on  the  campus  at  12  noon. 

A  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Dr.  Mitchell  is  a  native  of  Worcester,  Mass., 
where  he  attended  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools.  He  received 
his  hachelor’s  degree  (cum  laude)  from  Colgate  University,  and  hoth 
the  masters  and  doctorate  degrees  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
where  he  taught,  along  with  a  teaching  period  at  Michigan  State 
College  until  1944,  when  he  entered  the  Aerospace  program.  He  was 
first  a  senior  aerodynamicist  at  Bell  Aircraft  Corporation,  then  a 
mathematician  at  Holloman  Air  Force  Base,  and  finally  an  engineer¬ 
ing  specialist  at  North  American  Aviation.

Mitchell  aiso  received  a  token  of  esteem  from  one  of  his  students  Ms.  Nicola  Redmond  (a 
snior  from  Valdosta,  Georgia). 


Dr.  Mitchell  considers  among 
his  significant  professional 
achievements,  while  in  the 
Aerospace  program,  the  rôle  he 
played  in  the  aerodynamic  design  of 
the  X-2  supersonic  research  aircraft 
at  a  “time  when  neither  theory  nor 
experimental  data  was  available  in 
any  great  quality  for  problems  of 
supersonic  flight”;  leading  the 
preliminary  design  and  development 
of  the  ASB-12  bombing-navigation 
System  employed  by  the  U.S.  Navy  in 
the  A-5  aircraft,  and  his  invention  of 
a  schéma  for  using  airborne  radar  to 
provide  terrain  avoidance  informa¬ 
tion.  This  schéma  was  incorporated 
in  many  radars  built  by  North 
American  Aviation  and  over  a  thou- 
sand  radars  incorporated  in  this  in¬ 
vention.  For  many  years  the  speed 
record  for  manned  aircraft  was  held 
by  the  X-2  at  2500  miles  per  hour. 

Before  joining  the  Dillard  faculty  in 
August,  1974,  Dr.  Mitchell,  after  leav- 
ing  Aerospace  program,  taught  at 
Tougaloo  College,  Miss.,  1971-1972, 
and  Mary  Holmes  College,  West 
Point,  Miss.,  1972-1974.  He  came  to 
Dillard  with  the  rank  of  associate 
professor  of  mathematics. 

About  his  Corning  retirement,  Dr. 
Mitchell  said,  “A  part  of  the  game  is 
not  to  be  programmed  for  a 
change.”  He  and  his  wife,  Ruth 
Louise,  hâve  moved  into  a  large 
house  trailer  and  they  plan  to  travel. 
They  will  leave  New  Orléans  shortly 
after  Dillard’s  commencement  exer¬ 
cises  are  over,  and  will  spend  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  months  in  Southern  Utah.

Being  ereative  is  mueh  easier  said  than  done,  Cooking  at  hundreds  of  Utile  squares 
on  a  hugh  sheet  of  paper  ean  eonfuse  almost  anyone  at  first  as  the  yearbook  is  being  put 
together.  Zhe  little  squares  illuted  to  are  further  subdivided  into  a  kind  ofgrid  eomposed 
of  many  fraetional  parts  of  an  ineh. 

With  proper  adaptation,  ereativity  ean  eonvert  these  small  squares  into  large  squares 
whieh  eventually  and  often  limes  painfully  lead  to  the  eomplete  layout  of  the  yearbook. 
As  ideas  beeome  reality  the  ereator  is  able  to  see  on  paper  the  results  ofhis  or  her  tedious 
manipulation  of  squares. 

Onee  the  ideas  are  on  paper  the  eheek  System  ean  begin.  AU  the  technieal  variables  are 
reviewed.  Balanee,  the  repeat  of  a  dominant  shape,  white  spaee  and  smooth  flow  of 
reading  are  only  a  few  of  the  important  items  ehecked.  After  the  eheek  System  is  eom- 
pleted  the  mater ials  ( photographe,  art  work  and  writings,  ete)  are  ready  to  beeome  a 
permanent  reeord  a  ''yearbook''.  Zhe  mater  ials  are  shipped  to  the  pub  lis  her  where  they 
are  bound  together  forming  CS  OJABCS  B  CSU.
